The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Helmchen et al (A Miniaturized Two-Photon Fiber-Scanning Microscope for In Vivo 
Imaging). 

With regards to claims 1-10, Helmchen et al teach of an optical scanning 
comprising an optical probe wherein a mechanical oscillator is used to produce a 
scanning of the optical probe wherein the optical fiber has first and second resonant 
frequency for oscillatory motion in the first and second directions, and a detector for 
measuring intensities of light emitted by the scanned spots and wherein the images 
were constructed by assigning the measured intensities to pixels. 

With regards to claims 11-19, Helmchen et al teach of an optical scanning 
method comprising the steps of scanning a sample with an optical probe wherein a 
mechanical oscillator is used to produce a scanning of the optical probe wherein the 
optical fiber has first and second resonant frequency for oscillatory motion in the first 
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and second direction, assigning intensities to image pixels based on measured 
intensities of light emitted by the scanned sample.
